A race of blood,

AFTER all the hype and the build¬ 
up the Tour de France finally hits 
our roads today - with more than 
one and a half million of us set to 
cheer the riders on. 

In what will be one of the biggest sporting 
occasions ever to take place in the county, 
streets will be closed for much of the day to 
allow the famous race to work its way along a 
126-mile route. 

The massive procession of support vehicles 
get underway at 9.15am in Greenwich, as the 
race pulses its way into the county just min¬ 
utes later as it stretches from Dartford to 
Medway, then through Maidstone to Tunbridge 
Wells and then Ashford to Canterbury 

The eagerly anticipated cycling extravagan¬ 
za will also see Kent police have more officers 
and support staff on duty today than at any 
other time in the force’s 150-year history 

A total of 1,750 officers will be in place for 
the race. 

And that figure will be further swelled by an 
elite team of 45 French police - the Garde 
Republicaine - who will provide the motorcy¬ 
cle escort for the 189 racers as they race 
today’s 126-mile Stage 1 from Greenwich 
through to Canterbury 

But police chiefs say the numbers have not 
been increased since last weekend’s terrorist 
activity in London or Glasgow 

Unprecedented 

Ian Williams, the force’s project manager for 
Le Tour, said the public should feel reassured 
by the huge police presence around the county 

He told Kent on Sunday: “As far as Kent 
Police are concerned we will never have had 
more officers on the ground. It’s the biggest 
single mobilisation of resources in the force’s 
150-year history That in itself is a major step 
in reducing the risk to the event.” 

The former police inspector added: 
“Obviously, everyone’s been primed and 
briefed about recent events and the need for 
vigilance and remaining calm and making 
sure that the public are kept safe to the best of 
our ability” 

A final Scotland Yard briefing took place 
on Thursday to run through plans for both 
yesterday’s opening Prologue through London 
and todays Stage 1. 

But officers were quick to play down scares 
over the race being a target for terrorists. 

Mr Williams added: “It’s no more a target 
than Wimbledon or the Princess Diana concert 
in Wembley last week, both of which are going 
or went ahead. The message is that we cannot 
as a nation be seen to be giving in to terrorism. 
Life goes on and it will go on.” 

Superintendent Ian Chappell, of the 
Metropolitan Police, who have liaised closely

with the Kent officers, said: “Behind this event 
you have excellent co-operation not just 
between the London police forces, but extend¬ 
ed to our Kent colleagues and the officers from 
the Gendarmerie.” 

He added: “Following last weekend’s 
incidents, we have reviewed our policing plans 
for the Tour de France and we are confident 
that they are fit for purpose.” 

Emergency services in Kent will be co-ordi¬ 


nated from Maidstone, by Superintendent 
Mark Janaway. 

And it will bring the county unprecedented 
global attention - with a TV audience of 
billons tuning in. 

It is hoped £37 million will be pumped into 
the local economy as a result.

Riders will burn an average of 5,900 calo¬ 
ries on each of the 20 days of the race 
(there are two rest days during the 22 days from 
start to finish). That’s a total of 118,000 calories. 

The Tour de France is the world’s most 
watched sporting event with 15 million 
people turning out to cheer on the riders from 
yesterday’s start in London to when they cross 
the finish line in Paris in three weeks’ time. 

An estimated 2 billion people in 180 
countries worldwide will have access to 
coverage of today’s race. 

The ‘caravan’ of around 200 support 
vehicles will begin arriving in town close 
to two hours before the riders appear. They 
will be handing out free gifts and promotions 
from sponsors and race-day partners. 

A highly-trained team of 45 French police 
officers will help protect the racers along 
the route - supported by 1,750 Kent officers. 

Today is only Stage 1 of the 2007 race. 
After the riders cross the English Channel 


they face a further 19 stages covering a total 
of 3,550km (2,205 miles). 

The Tour started in 1903 by L’Auto news¬ 
paper - keen to use cycling as an event 
to boost its circulation by staging a race 
around France. Before the race it sold 25,000 
copies... afterwards it stood at 65,000. Five 
years later it had surpassed the 250,000 mark. 

In the early years of the Tour the race 
comprised of just six stages. But the rid¬ 
ers were expected to ride through the night, 
with no breaks for sleep. 

Britain is not alone in hosting a stage of 
the French race. In previous years Italy, 
Germany, Belgium, Spain, Luxembourg, 
Ireland, Holland and Switzerland have all done 
the honours. 

The last major cycle race staged in Kent 
was the disastrous Tour of Britain in 
September 2006. Outriders inadvertently led rac¬ 
ers down a dead end. By the time the race got 
back on track furious riders went on a go-slow, 
sprinting only as they approached the finish. 












But it’s not all entente cordiale 


THE arrival of the world’s top cyclists has 
not been met with smiles from everyone, 
however. And for one pub in Dartford, they 
intend to make their frustration clear. 

Landlord of the Two Brewers, Mark 
Croucher, says his regulars intend to make 
today the first in an annual We Hate the 
French Day’. 

Croucher, a former communications 


director for the UK Independence Party, 
told KoS: “Everyone I have spoken to thinks 
what is happening is absolutely absurd. 

“That the county has to grind to a halt for 
a day just for some Frenchmen on push 
bikes to have a race is crazy. 

‘Why should we have to be restricted in 
where we can drive for hours, when the 
cyclists pass by in a matter of seconds?”

Thanet actor 

gives Bard’s 

classic 21 st 

century feel

IT WAS only a matter of time... 
but Romeo and Juliet have been 
brought kicking and screaming 
into the 21st century. 

The balcony scene is now conducted by 
text message and the feuding houses of 
Montague and Capulet switched to the 
rivalry between comprehensive and gram¬ 
mar schools. 

The ‘star cross’d lovers’ have even 
changed their name... to Rikki and Julie. 

The overhaul of the Shakespeare classic 
is the brainchild of Broadstairs actor and 
director Rob Rawles, who is shooting a ver¬ 
sion of the tragedy on location in Thanet. 

He wants his half-hour film to be shown in 
schools to give warnings on issues such as 
underage sex, drug abuse and peer pressure. 

Gone are the subtleties of the Bard’s prose 
- and in is modern-day language and 
a role-call of teenagers. 

Results 


Hannah Prentice and Ryan 
Abbasi take the title roles and the 
masked ball scene now takes place 
on school sports day. 

Tybalt is renamed Tommy and 
Benvolio becomes Ben. Rikki belongs 
to a wealthy family, while Julie is 
from a single-parent household. 

“The reason I wanted to make 
this film is that here’s an example 
of how things can get out of hand if 
you’re a bored teenager and the 
world doesn’t understand you,” said 


Mr Rawles, who regularly directs 
plays at the Bradstone Mill pub in 
Broadstairs. 

“Shakespeare tells us to open our 
eyes and listen before we jump to 
conclusions and before we do some¬ 
thing - and then we won’t get hurt.” 

Mr Rawles, 46, has been an actor 
since 1978, performing in West End 
shows and playing the milkman in 
the BBC TV comedy Keeping up 
Appearances. 

He plans to do a similar take to his 
Romeo and Juliet on Othello next 
year and is keen to adapt several 
other Shakespeare plays.

“When the film is done it is just 
the beginning,” said the father-of- 
one. “I want to do another 36!” 

He said school departments such 
as English, media studies and drama 
lessons could use the film in lessons. 

Reworking 

He said: “I’ve worked very hard on 
where this is going to go and I’m 
extremely pleased with the results.” 

A reworking of Romeo and Juliet is 
nothing new. Stage show West Side 
Story is based on the play, while in 
1996 film-maker Baz Luhrmann 
cast Leonardo di Caprio and Claire 
Danes in the title roles for his Oscar 
nominated Romeo + Juliet.

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Tributes pour in for Kent soldier 
killed by booby-trapped bomb 


COLLEAGUES and government 
ministers this week paid tribute to a 
‘passionate and selfless’ soldier killed 
by a bomb in Afghanistan. 

Sergeant Dave Wilkinson, 33, from 
Ashford, was killed last Sunday as his 
routine patrol alongside the Afghan 
National Army passed a booby- 
trapped position. The bomb blast 
came just moments after the patrol 
had come under fire from small arms 
and rocket-propelled grenades. 

A member of 19 Regiment Royal 
Artillery, he was serving with 1st 
Battalion Grenadier Guards at 
the time of the incident, in which 
four other members of the patrol 
were injured. He was rushed by heli¬ 
copter to a nearby medical centre, but 
died en route. 

The incident happened at Gereshk 


in the notorious Helmand province. 

Known as ‘Pidge’ to his friends, his 
commanding officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel Will Bramble said: “He 
excelled as a soldier. Clearly passion¬ 
ate about his trade, he contributed 
widely to the regiment and was held 
in the highest regard by all those who 
knew him; his selfless nature and 
wry wit made him extremely popular. 

“His death is a tragic loss that has 
left a space that is impossible to fill. 
Our thoughts and prayers are with 
his wife, Rachel, and family. 

“His courage will continue to be an 
example to all of us.” 

Defence Secretary Des Browne 
said: “Sergeant Wilkinson was a 
particularly experienced and profes¬ 
sional soldier and his loss has 
touched all who knew him.”

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Fly-past tribute 
to fallen 500 of

VETERANS of the Battle of 
Britain will gather this after¬ 
noon to pay their respects to 
the fallen 500 - marked by a 
fly-past of Hurricane and 
Spitfire aircraft. 

Leading the tributes at the 
National Memorial, which 
overlooks the Channel at 
Capel-le-Ferne, near Dover, 
will be Air Chief Marshall Sir 
Glen Torphy. 

He will join other dignitaries 
and members of the public to 
remember the 500 who died in 
the battle, waged in the skies 
between July and October 
1940, as Britain sought to 
prevent a German invasion. 

Group Captain Patrick 


Tootal, secretary of the Battle 
of Britain Memorial Trust, 
said: “It’s always a great hon¬ 
our to welcome survivors - 
now in their 80s and 90s - of 
the men who flew into action 
to save Britain from invasion, 
as well as men and women 
who supported them in many 
capacities. 

“It will be a poignant moment 
when we hear the Hurricane 
and Spitfire fighter aircraft, 
with their Merlin engines, a 
sound which, for so many, con¬ 
jures up images of Kent in the 
summer and autumn of 1940.” 

Visitors are welcome from 
10am and the service starts 
at 1pm.

A FORMER Labour councillor who 
switched allegiance to the 
Conservatives is to go head-to- 
head with Gillingham MP Paul 
Clark at the next General Election. 

Reh Chishti, a barrister and Medway coun¬ 
cilor, beat off more than 100 applicants to 
stand as the Tory candidate in the marginal 
seat of Gillingham and Rainham. 

Others on the short-list included former 
shadow education spokesman Tim Collins and 
James Brokenshire, a standing MP whose 
Hornchurch constituency is disappearing 
because of boundary changes. 

The former Rainham Mark Grammar 
School pupil replaces Tim Butcher as the 


Tory candidate looking to over turn Clark’s 
narrow lead. 

Cllr Chishti, who was once national vice- 
chairman of Welsh Labour Students, stood 
against Conservative Party chairman Francis 
Maude in his Sussex constituency in 2005. 
When he defected to the Tories in March 2006 
he became Mr Maude’s adviser on diversity 
and ethnic minorities. 

A video was posted on the Conservatives’ 
website of Cllr Chishti meeting leader David 
Cameron. Mr Cameron can be heard telling 
Cllr Chishti he’s glad to welcome him on 
board, before saying there’s a "very exciting 
time in Kent" ahead. 

At the last election, Labour narrowly held 
Gillingham, taking 18,621 votes (41.2 per 
cent), compared with the Tories’ 18,367 (40.7 
per cent).

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New dispute over 
Eurostar services

A HUGE petition calling 
on Eurostar to reverse 
dramatic plans to slash 
its services to Brussels 
and Paris from Ashford 
International have been 
handed into Downing 
Street. 

More than 14,000 names are on 
the petition, organised by South 
East MEP Peter Skinner. 

Meanwhile, Kent on Sunday can 
reveal Eurostar has been criticised 
for revealing details of a “private” 
meeting in order to justify its deci¬ 
sion to cut the number of services 
from Ashford. 

The firm explained its decision to 
representatives from the European 
Commission, and local authorities 
from France and Kent, during a 
meeting in Brussels this week. 

The European Commission 
chaired the meeting and in a sum¬ 
mary laid out the points agreed 
upon by the various parties. 

The summary, shown to Kent on 
Sunday by Eurostar, said “all par¬ 
ties understand Eurostar operates 
on a commercial basis” and wel¬ 
comed the fact the firm would be 


increasing services for Kent by 33 
per cent. 

But the summary also said the 
parties would “agree to disagree” 
on the statistics provided to support 
Eurostar’s timetable plans and 
the effect the change would have on 
customers. 

However, Alex King, deputy 
leader of Kent County Council, was 
unimpressed by Eurostar’s decision 
to reveal the summary. 

He told KoS: “I’m very surprised 
because it was a private meeting... 
and the commission asked that it 
remain a private meeting. Eurostar 
have rather jumped the gun. 

“There were a number of people 


present who believe their research 
does not necessarily prove their 
case as fully as they suggest. 

“We have not given up the deter¬ 
mination to keep services to 
Brussels running from Ashford.” 

Under Eurostar’s timetable plans, 
when Ebbsfleet opens, Ashford 
International will operate three 
trains a day to Paris, rather than 
the current six. Trains to Brussels 
will be axed, with five services a day 
to the Belgian capital and Lille from 
Ebbsfleet instead. 

Ebbsfleet will also have seven 
daily trains to Paris, while Ashford 
will retain its connection to 
Disneyland Resort Paris. 


County hall chiefs rack 
up £1.8m in expenses 


COUNTY councillors claimed 
£1.79 million in expenses and 
allowances last year, new figures 
reveal. 

The 84 members of Kent 
County Council received just 
over £21,000 each on average in 
April 2006 to March 2007. 

Cllr Paul Carter, Tory leader of 
the council, claimed £56,769, 
while Cllr Mike Eddy, leader of 
the Labour group, took £39,884. 
County councillors claimed 
£153,184 for mileage and 


£11,584 for Tares and other 
authorised payments’. 

Cllr Nick Chard, KCC’s cabinet 
member for finance, told KoS the 
total claimed by councillors was a 
fraction of the authority’s annual 
£1.5 billion budget. 

He said: “It’s about a tenth of 
one per cent, so 0.01 per cent of 
the overall budget. Tiny in the 
overall scheme of things.” 

The details were published for 
a meeting of KCC’s selection 
committee on Friday.

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HATCHLINGS: Wildwood’s Little Egrets doing well on the nest 

Global warming helps rare 
birds hatch at Wildwood 


IT may have been non-stop rain so far this 
summer, but the warm temperatures have 
still helped the breeding of the Little Egret 
in the county. 

The rare event happened at the popular 
Wildwood park near Canterbury - with the 
baby birds now on show to visitors. 

Park chiefs say the hatching proves the 
temperature in the country is steadily ris¬ 
ing due to global warming. 

The small white herons, with plumes on 
their head and chest, usually frequent 
marshes and shallow fresh and coastal 
waters. 

And numbers have been growing over the 


last few years. 

It’s in stark contrast to the times from the 
17th Century when they were almost 
wiped out for their skins and plumes which 
were used for decorations on hats. 

Peter Smith, the Wildwood Trust’s chief 
executive said: “The Little Egret is anoth¬ 
er example of a creature brought almost 
to extinction by man, yet we have been 
able to conserve and build the populations 
by proper conservation and the birth of 
these chicks demonstrates that the 
Wildwood Trust, as a charity, is commit¬ 
ted to restoring our native and once 
native species.” 


Remembering 
a Reverend and 

the slave trade 


DESCENDANTS of an 18th 
Century vicar who triggered the 
anti-slavery movement in Britain 
will be among those gathering next 
weekend at a special event to cele¬ 
brate his achievements. 

Up to 30 villagers from Teston, near 
Maidstone, are dressing up in period costume 
next Sunday to act out scenes on the village 
green and in the church where the Rev James 
Ramsay prayed and preached. 

Pageant 

They will also perform in the grounds of 
Barham Court, a former stately home, in a 45- 
minute pageant dedicated to telling his life 
story and commemorating the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of legislation that banned Britons from 
taking part in the slave trade. 

Two great, great, great, great, granddaugh¬ 
ters of Ramsay - one aged 93 - will be among 
the audience. 

Ramsay was a surgeon in the Royal Navy 
when he volunteered to board a slave ship 
stricken by the plague in the waters of the 
Caribbean. He was horrified by the conditions 
in which fellow human beings were being 
transported, against their will, in the stinking 
holds of ships across the Atlantic. 

Invalided out of the Navy after an accident,

Ramsay took holy orders and in 1781 became 
Rector of Teston where his former commander, 
Sir Charles Middleton, who was later in 
charge of the Royal Navy at the time of 
Trafalgar, lived at Barham Court. Ramsay and 
his wife brought with them their own freed 
slave, Nestor, who was employed as a manser¬ 
vant and became a familiar figure around the 
village. 

In Teston churchyard there is a plaque in 
memory of Nestor, who was buried there in 
December 1787. 

Ramsay raised the plight of the slaves from 
his pulpit, recruited Middleton and the 
Quakers to his cause and through Middleton’s 
son-in-law met William Wilberforce, a young 
MP who agreed to take up the campaign in 
Parliament. It was to last 24 years until a law 
was passed in 1807 banning British involve¬ 
ment in the slave trade. 

Local legend has it that Ramsay, Wilberforce 
and the rest of a group, who became known as 
the Testonites, used to meet to plan their next 
strategy under a giant ash tree still standing 
in the grounds of Barham Court.

THE last remnants of the once 
thriving coal mining industry in 
the county will be bulldozed 
unless a campaign to save the 
buildings is successful. 

There were mines at Betteshanger, 
Snowdown and Tilmanstone, but under the 
Conservative government of the 1980s, all 
three were controversially shut down amid 
major, sometimes violent, battles. 

It was feared the thousands of job losses 
would decimate the area economically, and 
tear communities apart. Hard work and 
outside investment turned two of the for¬ 
mer mines into thriving business parks 
today 

But Peter Hobbs from the Snowdown 
Heritage Group says it would be a shame to 
lose every aspect of the industry 

He told Kent on Sunday: “All the main 
buildings were tom down. The government 
at the time wanted to wipe any trace of the 
coal mining industry from the face of the 
Earth and leave no reminder of the bitter 
fights that took place at that time. 

Snowdown 

“The Snowdown site is the last of the col¬ 
liery sites which has not yet been devel¬ 
oped. 

“Seeda [the South East England 
Development Agency] put in a planning 
proposal about six months ago to knock 
down the remaining 20-odd buildings on 
the site and put in industrial development 
rather similar to what they have done at 
Tilmanstone and Betteshanger. 

“A group of ex-miners and residents felt 
this last group of mining buildings should¬ 
n’t at this stage be flattened. That would 
give time to come up with something better 
for the site. 

“It could be a living museum, or a place 
for school trips where children can look into 
our past. 

“These are the last mining buildings left 
in Kent and for 100 years they provided a 
great source for jobs and prosperity. It 
would be a shame to lose them. 

“These are all things which will be cov¬ 
ered by an extensive feasibility study which 
is being prepared by a special committee. 

“English Heritage has already listed a 
couple of the buildings. 

“Some of the money for the report is com¬ 
ing from Seeda but £1,000 has come from 
Kay Sutcliffe who wrote the song Coal Not 
Dole which has created some copyright fees 
which she is donating to the study.” 

Mrs Sutcliffe was the wife of a miner 
involved in the strike who penned the song

which has subsequently been recorded by a 
number of acts. 

Mr Hobbs said all the pithead gear was 
removed and erased from the landscape, and 
all that’s left are the shells of winding houses 
and other ancillary workings. 

He added: “What’s left is a pretty impressive 
range of buildings. There are many ideas for 
new uses. These include a centre for the study 
of energy; how energy is produced and used. 
Some special heat pumps could be put in there 
making it a true living museum showing the 


history of energy. There is plenty of space for 
arts performances and community use. 

“A training centre could be developed, but 
all these things are for the study.” 

Mr Hobbs remains realistic about the 
study’s potential findings. He said: “They may 
come to the decision all these ideas are sim¬ 
ply pie in the sky and it can’t be done. Or they 
may say this is all great and all our aspira¬ 
tions can be met, or somewhere in between. 
We won’t know until it is done.” 

Once complete, the study will be presented 


to Seeda, Dover District Council and Kent 
County Council, plus the Coal Authority 
which is currently still leasing the land from 
a local private owner. 

Mr Hobbs concluded: “The intention is that 
if this study shows the area has a future as a 
heritage centre, Dover Council would take 
over the lease from the Coal Authority. It has 
about 40 years or so still to run.” 
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Ladvman raps out 
new home warning 


A LEADING MP has 
pointed the finger at local 
authorities for a delay in 
building crucial new 
homes in the county. 

And he says failure to give 
schemes the green light will fur¬ 
ther frustrate residents unable to 
move due to spiralling house 
prices and first-time buyers 
unable to get on the first rung of 
the housing ladder. 

Dr Stephen Ladyman says local 
councils are holding up plans for 
tens of thousands of new homes. 

The MP was speaking in his 
new role as vice-chairman of the 
Labour Party with a brief to speak 
out on issues affecting the South 
East. He was kicked out of his job 
as Transport Minister in new 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown’s 
reshuffle and is now working 
closely with Jonathan Shaw, the 
Chatham and Aylesford Labour 
MP made Minister for the South 
East by Mr Brown. 

He said although councils and 
the South East England Regional 
Assembly were right to want to 
protect the green belt, they needed 
to accept housing must be built. 

He told KoS: “All that’s being 
proposed, even with the huge

numbers of housing that we’re 
talking about is actually a very, 
very small proportion of green¬ 
field development. 

“Unless councils really engage 
with the process of finding the 
best places to build houses and 
the best way of building houses, 
it’s always going to be difficult.” 

Dr Ladyman said at least two 
recent reports have highlighted 
the need to build a large number 
of new homes in the South East if 
house price inflation is to ever be 
brought under control. 

Mortgages 

But he said: “Most of the coun¬ 
cils in the South East and the 
regional assembly have always 
tried to reduce that number on a 
purely arbitrary basis. 

“The experts have looked at 
how many houses we need to 
build and the local authorities 
have just tried to come up with a 
lower number.” 

He said the only way to stop 
young first-time buyers having to 
take out mortgages many times 
their salary to get onto the prop¬ 
erty ladder was to build “signifi¬ 


cant volumes” of housing. 

But Paul Carter, leader of Kent 
County Council, said local authori¬ 
ties were right to resist the hous¬ 
ing targets set out by central gov¬ 
ernment. 

He told KoS: “At the moment, 
we’re trying to squeeze a pint into 
a half-pint glass without having 
the significant government invest¬ 
ment in the necessary infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“I’m very worried that the 
Government might want to 
impose even greater housing num¬ 
bers upon Kent.” 

He added: “Density’s gone up 
and people are being made to live 
in closer proximity to each other. 
The roads network is not able to 
keep up with the demands and 
neither is the rail network.” 

Dr Ladyman added: “The coun¬ 
cils are right to say the infra¬ 
structure has to be provided with 
housing developments. That 
doesn’t mean to say it all needs to 
be there from day one. 

“Infrastructure needs to be pro¬ 
vided alongside housing. 

“If we all pull together - if coun¬ 
cils and government work togeth¬ 
er - then we can deliver.”

And next month they will look to whip 
up a frenzy when they headline the 
Electric Gardens Festival in Faversham.

Pumping on Your Stereo. 

Headlines 

They’re no strangers to making head¬ 
lines off the stage either - with one band 
member’s memorable star-studded wife¬ 
swapping escapades elevating the band 
to further fame. 

But it will be songs from the Oxford four¬ 
some’s yet-to-be-released album which will 
be showcased at the festival at Mount 
Ephraim Gardens, where they will headline 
the Saturday night of the two-day event. 

Another blast from the past, the Happy 
Mondays, occupy the Sunday night slot. 

“It’s going to be the longest set we’ve 
done for a while,” keyboardist Rob 
Coombes told Kent on Sunday. 

‘We haven’t done a huge amount of live 
performances over the last 12 months 
because the album’s taken precedent. It’s 
going to be great to play live again.”

UKIP lorry woes 

THE leader of the UK Independence Party has 
raised concerns about the safety standards of 
foreign lorries on our roads. 

Nigel Farage, who is a Kent MEP for UKIP, 
was alarmed at the result of checks carried out 
on overseas HGVs this week. 

Of 30 lorries coming into the county that 
were pulled over by the Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency in Ashford on Tuesday, 17 
were found to have defects. 

He said: “If you’re given a HGV licence in 
Romania, the standard is nowhere near what 
it is in Britain and yet you’re allowed to come 
to Britain, no questions asked,” he said. 

But a spokesman for the Department for 
Transport said that the checks carried out by 
Vosa were not representative because they 
were targeted at lorries that were suspected to 
have faults.

Traditional way 
of life diminishes 

PICTURESQUE rural villages are under 
threat as youngsters turn their back on a life 
in farming, the National Farmers’ Union 
(NFU) has warned. 

They fear youngsters heading to the towns 
and cities are diluting villages, diminishing 
populations and their traditional way of life. 

Now the NFU has launched a major drive to 
recruit new people to farmwork. 

A source within the NFU confided to Kent on 
Sunday: ‘Villages from Romney Marsh, to the 
Weald, along the Stour Valley and the Medway 
all the way to Thanet and the areas around 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells have tradi¬ 
tionally been agricultural. 

“The area is one of the most prosperous in 
the country - yet much of the land is given 
over to farming. 

‘We have some of the most beautiful villages 
in the country and they must not be allowed to 
die.” 

The NFU’s campaign - called A Life on the 
Land is aimed at encouraging young people 
who are about to leave school to look at the 
wealth of opportunities available working in 
agriculture. 

Vice-president Paul Temple said: “A life on 
the land in the 21st century is not just about 
muddy wellies and dirty finger nails - it’s 
about adapting new technology, selling to your 
strengths and listening to your customer. 

‘We’re on the look out for young people to 
take agriculture and horticulture on to even 
greater success.”

ONE of motorsport’s brightest 
rising talents says he hopes to be 
joining Formula One sensation 
Lewis Hamilton on the starting 
grid next season. 

But for now, Sevenoaks racer Mike 
Conway will have to settle for watching 
close friend Hamilton from the sidelines as 
the rookie FI driver continues his remark¬ 
able season in today’s eagerly anticipated 
British Grand Prix at Silverstone. 

Competing 

Conway, 23, is currently competing in the 
ultra-competitive GP2 Series - a fast-paced 
single-seater series which shadows the FI 
circus around the world and is seen as a 
stepping stone to the sport’s top event. 

Last year it was Hamilton, 22, who 
claimed the GP2 crown before making the 
move into McLaren’s FI team. 

Since he made the move he has defied the 
critics and dazzled the fans by finishing in 
the top three in every race - winning at 
both the Canada and US GPs. 

Conway told Kent on Sunday: “I’ve known 
Lewis since he was eight-years-old through 
karting, Formula Renault, and some 
Formula 3 events. 

‘We’ve been friends since that time and 
we keep in touch. We’re often on the phone 
catching up with each other. He’s doing a 


mega job and it’s great to see him being 
given so much support. 

“But he’s the same old Lewis I’ve always 
known. I hope I’ll be joining him on the grid 
next year, but for now, I’m concentrating on 
my GP2 career.” 

Conway - son of Michael Conway, million¬ 
aire chief of Dartford-based construction 
giant FM Conway Ltd - is no slouch behind 
the wheel either. 

He swept to victory in the British 
Formula 3 Championship last season and is 
one of the most hotly-tipped racers in the 
UK. 

He is currently the only British racer 
competing in the GP2 Series and is man¬ 
aged by former drivers Mark Blundell and 
Martin Brundell. 

With the GP2 races on the support of the 
FI race, Conway says the impact his child¬ 
hood friend has had on the sport is obvi¬ 
ous. 

He added: “I’m looking forward to seeing 
how the Hamilton-factor adds to the occa¬ 
sion. 

“But it’s already had a noticeable effect 
with the event just about sold out.” 

Hamilton is no stranger to Kent either - 
he learned his trade with regular visits to 
Chatham’s Buckmore Park karting circuit, 
with his family remaining close to track 
owner Bill Sisley.

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Youths set-up ‘fight 
clubs’ on the internet 



THE latest internet boom areas of 
social networking sites are being used 
by youths to arrange mass brawls - and 
now police are to patrol popular online 
locations to clampdown on the worrying 
new craze, writes Jamie McGinnes. 

Sites such as MySpace, Facebook and Bebo allow 
users to meet friends and send messages, with mil¬ 
lions signing up to chat and share interests. 

But now it seems they are being used for more 
than just arranging a night out and sharing gossip. 

This week, four teenagers were arrested 
following a pre-planned brawl involving up to 50 
youths in Dartford. 

They were armed with bottles, batons and stones. 

And Kent Police said it was aware of similar 
recent incidents at a park in 
Maidstone and are investigating 
claims the scraps may be organised 
by rivals from different schools. The 
force has now assigned officers to 
monitor networking websites in an 
attempt to tackle the problem. 

The contests are being styled on 
Hollywood hit Fight Club - a movie 
starring Brad Pitt and Edward 
Norton which saw white-collar work¬ 
ers meet for underground fights. 

One blogger claimed at least six 
pre-planned ‘fight clubs’ had taken 
place in Brenchley Gardens in 
Maidstone, with up to 100 spectators. 

A 14-year-old was arrested for pos¬ 
session of a hunting knife during one 
of the clashes. 

Superintendent Steve Corbishley, 
deputy commander for Mid-Kent,

told KoS an incident at the park 
involving two schoolgirls had been 
reported to police. 

He said: “We are aware of recent inci¬ 
dents of disorder involving young 
people fighting at Brenchley Gardens. 

“I do highlight that just one assault 
has been reported to us, which 
involved two schoolgirls, one of whom 
suffered minor injuries.” 

Organised 

Supt Corbishley said the neigh¬ 
bourhood policing team was working 
with schools to address the problem 
and has increased patrols of the area. 

He added: “Young people who are 
caught fighting will be arrested. 

“In addition we will bring to the 


attention of parents and schools 
those pupils we believe are loitering 
with the intent of causing trouble. 

“However, we must also recognise 
that Brenchley Gardens is a popular 
place for the young in Maidstone and 
we are working closely with local 
partners to ensure that it continues to 
be a safe place to meet.” 

The websites thought to be linked 
to the organised violence said they 
were doing what they could to tackle 
the problem. 

Four teenage boys aged 16-17 were 
arrested on Tuesday morning and 
questioned at police stations in 
Gravesend and Tonbridge in connec¬ 
tion with a fight in Dartford’s Central 
Park on June 22.

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Divine intervention

AMID the splendour and majesty of 
Canterbury Cathedral it can be only 
too easy to over look perhaps one of 
the most fascinating aspects of some 
of its finest stained-glass windows. 

For these are no ordinary depictions of 
religious crusades; these are ancient advertis¬ 
ing hoardings... for miracles. 

There can be few for whom the story of 
Thomas Becket is not well known. 

The priest’s bloody murder 837 years ago 
sparked a steady flow of pilgrimages to his tomb. 

In those days people believed illness and 
injury were divine punishment for sin. 
Forgiveness from the slain saint, they believed, 
would heal their woes. 

Shrine 

Thus, they would kiss the shrine and even 
crawl on top of the coffin if they could. Even 
drinking the blood of Becket himself. Or at 
least, what one of the two monks who presided 
over the scene, said was his blood. 

Among those who made the journey, 
according to legend, were the likes of Henry 
of Essex. 

He had suffered for years from pains “as though 
his intestines were being cut with razors”. 

He drank Becket’s blood then coughed up a 
worm longer than a man’s hand. It was hung 
up over the tomb in memory of the miracle. 

Then there was poor old Bobby of Rochester. 

He drowned in the River Medway while 
throwing stones at frogs. His parents 
dragged out the lifeless corpse at low tide. 

Amid forlorn attempts to revive him (they

hung him up, then put him in a barrel and violently sick and Bobby came alive again, 
rolled him about) his mother made a vow to Four years after Becket’s murder there was 
give a length of silver wire as long as her a great fire which destroyed much of the 
son’s body at the saint’s tomb. The corpse was cathedral. When it was rebuilt, a grand new 


chapel was created for Becket and his body 
was re-interred 50 years after his murder. To 
advertise what he could do for pilgrims, a 
series of 12 stained glass windows were made, 
based on the miracles which had happened at 
the old tomb. 

There was poor old Eilward, arrested for steal¬ 
ing a pair of gloves and a sharpening stone from 
his neighbour, despite his claims of innocence. 
Found guilty he was blinded and castrated. 

Becket appeared to him in a dream and he 
recovered his sight. Reversing the castration, 
we assume, proved a miracle too far. 

Perhaps most persuasive of all was the story 
of the curse on the house of Sir Jordan 
FitzEisulf, who had known Becket. 

The life of his youngest son ‘saved’ by Becket, 
after a vow to offer money at his shrine, he 
failed to pay and it cost him dear. 

Another son died and his family was hit by 
the plague. The curse was only lifted when he 
coughed up in Canterbury. 

After 368 years, it all came to an end. Henry 
VIII took over the church and started to clear 
away the vestiges of the old Roman Catholic 
religion, which included getting rid of Becket. 

His tomb was smashed and his bones burned. 

Many of the windows have gone, time having 
taken its toll on them, yet others survive, a glo¬ 
rious reminder to great events of the past.

‘Jihad’ trio caught in the web 


A FILM showing how to make a 
suicide-bomber’s vest was found on 
a CD at the home of a man jailed 
this week for using the internet to 
incite murder. 

Waseem Mughal, 24, of Chatham, was one of 
three men sentenced to a total of 24 years in jail. 

Mughal and Londoners Younis Tsouli, 23, 
and Tariq al-Daour, 20, used e-mail and web¬ 
sites in an attempt to make people follow the 
beliefs of Osama Bin Laden. 

The trio urged Muslims to carry out a jihad 
- holy war - and incited suicide bombings in 
Iraq and elsewhere. 

They became the first people in the UK to be 
prosecuted for incitement of terrorist murder 
using the internet.

Although they initially denied terrorism 
charges, they changed their plea to guilty 
more than two months into their trial at 
Woolwich Crown Court. 

On Thursday, Tsouli was jailed for 10 years, 
Mughal for seven-and-a-half years and al- 
Daour for six-and-a-half years. 

Detectives arrested the men in October 2005 
after they bought a range of websites using 
stolen identities and credit card details, which 
they then used to publish extreme propagan¬ 
da and material produced by the terrorist 
group al-Qaeda. 

Tsouli, of west London, was responsible for 


updating the websites, while Mughal, of 
Railway Street, Chatham, helped. Mughal and 
al-Daour, also of west London, provided the 
stolen identities and credit card details to Tsouli. 

Tsouli also set up a chat room forum used by 
supporters of al-Qaeda from which explosives 
and weapons manuals could be downloaded.

Tour de France in Kent 

CHRIS BRITCHER hopes 
we can all revel in the 

buzz of the racing today 


IT’S being billed as one of the 
most significant races in the Tour 
de France’s long and distin¬ 
guished history as cycling stands 
at the crossroads of imploding or 
reaching new heights. 

Dogged by doping scandals 
which have sullied its name, 
experts have warned that this 
year it needs to avoid the negative 
headlines which not only under¬ 
mine public faith in the sport but, 
perhaps more crucially, prompt 
sponsors to cut their financial 
support to the teams, riders and 
organisers. 

And today we get to witness the 
remarkable sight of the 189 riders 
expected to compete in the 2007 
race’s first full stage as they pulse 
through the streets of Kent en 
route to a Yellow Jersey corona¬ 
tion on the streets of Canterbury - 
the distinctive coloured top which 
signifies the race leader in one of 
world sport’s most gruelling 
events. 

Regardless of your view on 
cycling - and let’s not kid our¬ 
selves, in the UK it remains very 
much a niche sport; a past-time 
for the environmentally-aware 
and fit, rather than an event to 
stoke the fires of spectator passion 
- the Tour de France is something 
very special. 

Don’t be put off by those who 
say it is a ‘blink-and-you-miss-it- 
and-so-what-if-I-do’ affair. This is 
your chance to come within a 
whisker of one of sport’s most 
endearing and enduring events - 
and the chances are it will be just 
a stone’s throw from your town, 
village or city. 


This is the chance to watch ath¬ 
letes who will peddle 126-miles 
today alone - and they’re doing it 
up and down roads we know so 
well; roads we commute on; roads 
where we know where the pot¬ 
holes are. 

And they will complete that

race at speeds the casual cyclist 
will only achieve going down the 
steepest of hills with the strongest 
of following winds. 

But perhaps more importantly 


than that, today is that rarest of 
occasions where the entire county 
will be united - and become the 
focus of a global television audi¬ 
ence the likes of which we may 
never have seen before. 

It is estimated around two bil¬ 
lion viewers could be tuning in 
from 180 countries; gazing, as 
they watch the cyclists, at the 
Kent countryside and landscapes 
which, everyone hopes, will deliv¬ 
er a massive tourism boost to the 
county in the coming years. 

After all, who could fail to be 
impressed by our rolling hills, pic¬ 
turesque villages and historic 
buildings? 

Yet, if nothing else, we will all 
remember this day - all remem¬ 
ber where we were when the rid¬ 
ers pedalled past, whether that 
was roadside cheering them on or 
deliberately snubbing it in some 
ill-judged protest at disruption to 
our roads or just a dislike of the 
French. 

The local authorities seem to 
have forgotten this aspect a little. 
They have spent the months 
banging on about how many mil¬ 
lions Kent will make on the back 
of this. And of course we will. But 
don’t dwell on that. Dwell on its 
remarkable unifying powers. 



Whether you live in Gravesend, 
the Medway Towns, Tunbridge 
Wells, Folkestone, Maidstone or 
Canterbury, you will be touched 
by the Tour today - and that is 
something which can only be 
achieved by a handful of sports. 
Remarkable then, that it is a 
sport we don’t normally care for. 

We will share the delight of 
watching these sportsmen pedal 
with gusto, share the smell of 
their sweat, gasp as they take a 
tumble and gash their legs, and 
all mutter under our breaths 
about how the roads being closed 
for so long is a real pain and what- 
if-we-needed-an-ambulance-right 
now? 

But let’s have less of the latter... 
let’s enjoy the Tour de France for 
what it, basically, is - a sporting 
event which you can tell your kids 
and grand kids about in years to 
come and how you were there. 

You might not be able to afford 
to visit the football, cricket or 
rugby world cups, or secure tick¬ 
ets for Wimbledon or the new 
Wembley Stadium, but you can 
stroll along, stand by the side of 
the road today and watch some¬ 
thing that someone in every cor¬ 
ner of the Earth will be watching 
too. 

And that’s worth all the hassle 
surely?

A DEPOT manager feared 
being shot by armed raiders 
who committed the £53 
million Securitas robbery, Old 
Bailey jurors heard this week. 

Colin Dixon, 52, of Heme Bay, said 
he did not know if the gang would use 
the gun, but feared the worst when the 
gang questioned him about security 
arrangements at the cash warehouse. 

“I was the most scared I’d ever 
been,” he said. 

Mr Dixon was giving evidence at 
the trial of eight people accused of 
involvement in the robbery, which 
took place in Tonbridge last February. 

Seven men and one woman deny 
charges in relation to the raid. 

Mr Dixon told how he was kidnapped 
at gunpoint on his way home from 
work, by men posing as policemen. 

He said: “I didn’t know what was 
going on. It was dark. I didn’t know 
whether the gun that I’d seen was 
going to be used.” 


Mr Dixon told the court he was put 
in a Volvo, then bundled into a van, 
alongside a man who was continually 
coughing. 

Handcuffed and blindfolded, with 
his feet tied, he was driven for about 
half an hour through country lanes 
before he heard the “clank” of a metal 
gate, after which the vehicle stopped, 
he said. 

The gang questioned him about the 
depot, how many people were there, 
and about alarms and CCTV. 

He said: “I was very scared - very 
scared. I also felt guilty at having to 
answer these questions.” 

Jurors heard how Mr Dixon’s 
captors said to him: “If you do as you 
are told nobody will be hurt.” 

His wife was brought to him while 
he was blindfolded, the court was told. 

Mr Dixon added: “I now knew they 
had got my wife and child and I was 
fearing for the safety of all three of us.” 

At one stage his wife Lynn asked for 
a blanket and for her and the child to 
go to the toilet, but the child was 
taken to the toilet without her, the 
court heard. 

Later, when the tape was removed 
from Mr Dixon’s eyes, and the ties 


from his legs, he was told to look down 
where he saw a machine gun, a 
shotgun, and a handgun laid out on a 
tarpaulin. 

“My legs were shaking,” he said. 

“I don’t know if it was the cold, if 
it was my legs having been tied up 
for so long, but they were shaking.” 

The defendants on trial include car 
salesman Stuart Royle, 48, of 
Maidstone and his former business 
partner, John Fowler, 58, of 
Staplehurst. 

Also charged are ex depot worker 
Ermir Hysenaj, 27, of Crowborough; 
Jetmir Bucpapa, 26, of Tonbridge; 
roofer Lea Rusha, 35, of 
Southborough; garage owner Roger 
Coutts, 30, of Welling; and hairdresser 
Michelle Hogg, 32, of Woolwich, 
London. 

They all deny conspiracy to rob, 
conspiracy to kidnap and conspiracy 
to possess firearms. 

Signwriter Keith Borer, 53, of 
Maidstone, has pleaded not guilty to 
a charge of handling stolen money. 

The case continues.

Academic hopes 
at new Academies 


PARENTS of three schools in Maidstone faced 
with closure will learn this week more details on 
the two new academies which will replace them. 

The South Maidstone Federation of Schools 
- The Cornwallis, Oldborough Manor and 
Senacre Technology College - are due to close 
their doors for the final time at the end of 
August. 

In their place will be two government-fund¬ 
ed Academy’ schools. 

Academy schools are designed to boost edu¬ 
cation centres in ‘challenging circumstances’ 
and raise standards. They are funded and 
organised differently from normal schools - 
primarily through private and voluntary sec¬ 
tor sponsorship. 

The three schools currently serve both rural 
and urban communities located in the south and 
south west areas of Maidstone with some wards 
among the most disadvantaged in the county. 

One Academy would be situated on the 
Cornwallis School site, continuing the existing 
school’s specialism in technology, with the sec¬ 
ond located on the Oldborough Manor site, 
with a business and enterprise specialism.

A meeting for the wider community is also 
planned although a date has yet to be con¬ 
firmed.

HUNDREDS of students from schools in 
Ashford and Sittingbourne are to go 
Totally Ballistic at the University of 
Kent’s Canterbury campus this week. 

The Year 9 students from the Norton 
Knatchbull Grammar School in Ashford 
and Highsted Grammar in Sittingbourne 
will attend the events designed to give 
them the opportunity to use and relate to 
different areas of science and technology. 

It is hoped it will also give them experi¬ 
ence in working as a team and appreciate 
how science might be portrayed on televi¬ 
sion news. 

Participants will be assigned to hardware 
construction, software design, ballistics, 
adjudication and ‘TV news’ teams. 

John Batchelor, senior lecturer in elec¬ 
tronic engineering at the university, and 
the event’s organiser, said: “The idea of this 
event is to help pupils experience the excite¬ 
ment and reward of working together in a 
science and technology-based competition.” 

The events take place tomorrow and 
Wednesday.

skills 

THE construction industry in 
Kent will grind to a halt unless 
businesses can attract thou¬ 
sands of recruits every year. 

That’s the stark warning from labour 
experts who organised Construction Expo. 

They warn the south east could be hit 
hard unless the industry can be made more 
attractive to bring in plenty of fresh blood. 

And it is estimated they need 13,000-a- 
year to avoid a skills and labour shortage. 

Solution 

The North Kent Construction Skills 
Project and Business Link brought togeth¬ 
er more than 100 exhibitors ranging from 
training providers to large contractors at 
The Historic Dockyard, Chatham. 

Glenys Gilbert-Collins, project manager 
at NoKCS, said: “There is no easy solution 
to the skills shortages that we face but we 
hope that by encouraging training 
providers, businesses and trainees to work 
in partnership, we can tackle the problem 
together. Modem methods of constmction 
are demanding new skills; we must invest 
in training to ensure that the constmction 
industry is sustainable. 

‘We simply have to give people starting 
out in the industry the chance to get on site. 
We have found companies that offer work 
experience or apprenticeships often end up

with a valuable employee they can mould 
to their way of working. They have the 
chance to ‘try before they buy and it is a 
win-win situation.” 

Keynote speaker Paul Warren of Bovis 
Lend Lease reminded the audience that 
less than 40 per cent of the money spent on 
construction training leads to a successful 
placement. He stressed this must change. 

He said: “Today people have to be more 
job-ready than in the past where most 
training took place on site. With 40 per cent 
of builders being self-employed and 90 per 
cent employing fewer than 14 people, they 
simply do not have the time to train them 
in the basics so apprentices must have a 
certain skill level before going on site.” 

Andy Hurst of City Lofts Group pic, cur¬ 
rently planning the regeneration of a large 
area of Chatham Maritime, said: “Our proj¬ 
ect will create constmction jobs over a six- 
year period and there will be opportunities 
for local companies to tender for contracts. 
We also hope to host educational trips to 
our site to encourage young people into the 
constmction industry.”

EVERYTIME I look at the new Dodge Nitro I think 
of American wrestling shows. 


You know the ones, where con¬ 
testants are always called The 
Hulk, Rock, Terminator X or 
something. 

I already think of the new 
Chrysler group car as ‘The Brick’ 
though Nitro is a name just as 
likely to get the wrestling 
hordes exploding from their 
ringside seats. 

No wonder Chrysler group 
marketeers describe the Nitro 
as ‘provocative’, ‘muscular’ and 
‘high shouldered’ and predict it 
will change the UK’s SUV 
(sports utility vehicle) market. 

It will if it lays a hand on the 
punters, but I think most 
4x4/SUV buyers will be too nim¬ 
ble or fly to ignore dinner party 
chat about gas-guzzlers, carbon 
footprints and global warming. 

Nevertheless, the Nitro should 
achieve the modest 2,000 vol¬ 
ume expected for the rest of 
2007, partly as it offers some¬ 
thing so different with its mas¬ 
sive wheels, gunsight grille and 
pillbox windows. 

It contrasts sharply in a mar¬ 
ket sector where rugged looks 
have been watered down lately 
on Nitro rivals like the Honda 
CR-V, Hyundai Santa Fe, Kia 
Sorento and Chevrolet Captiva. 

The Nitro is also the first 
serious alternative to a rash 
of four-door pick-ups on our 
roads that will surely be first to 
feel pressures against conspicu¬ 
ous fuel consumption, emissions 
and size. 

Anyone driving one of these 
may already be fed up anyway 
that the rough, tough image 
comes with a hole in the back 
that is not much use for the dog 
or family gear unless fitted with 
a bolt on cover for security. 

And while the Nitro has its own 
dynamic weaknesses, it still offers 
a better ride, drive and status. 

In fact, it is not even bad on 



fuel; the 2.8 CRD Nitro diesel will 
be the runaway best-seller in 
both trims and should be good for 
an average of more than 30mpg 
in six-speed manual form. 

For diehards who have to 
thumb their nose at effete anti¬ 
wrestling ‘greenies’ there is also 
the doomsday 3.7-litre petrol 
auto, where you will be lucky to 
average over 20mpg. 

This is also available only in 
flagship SXT trim, which brings 
the SUV sector’s largest factory- 
fitted wheels; 20 inches of 
chromed bling that hint at how 
much dealers will enjoy selling 
bolt-on extras to Nitro owners 
who think that being extrovert 
is for wimps. 

Still, the styling won’t be every¬ 
one’s tot of moonshine; arriving 
for dinner in a Nitro could be 
about as popular as Del Boy 
turning up for a pheasant shoot 
with a pump action shotgun. 

On-road ride and refinement 
is reasonable for a car of this 
bulk though even if the Nitro’s 
handling rather lives up to my 
earlier sobriquet - it does feel 
like a brick. 

The interior quality is less 
sturdy; the plastics are rather 
hard and the layout is rather 
antiseptic and unwelcoming. 

Space is good though with a 
generous boot/load area that 
includes a ‘load ‘n’ go’ sliding 
floor as part of the SXT spec and 
allows heavy items to be stowed 
more easily. 

Perhaps the final submission 
though is price; it starts at an 
aggressive £18,995, undercut¬ 
ting key rivals and offering gen¬ 
erous standard equipment.

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A4 behind Audi boom 


FOR so long the poor relation in 
the German executive club, Audi 
has stormed past its arch rivals to 
become the UK’s favourite upmar¬ 
ket brand. 

So far in 2007, VW Group’s posh player has 
added nearly 21 per cent to its volumes with 
some 46,000 sales. 

Meanwhile, BMW has marked time while 
Mercedes - after awaiting stocks of the new 
C-Class - lost over three per cent. 

Audi’s performance was all the more impres¬ 
sive because this year’s increase was exceeded 
only by a weird and wonderful basket of 
brands: Alfa Romeo - up 24 per cent, but via 
just 2,529 new registrations; Bentley - up 24 
per cent with 1,007 registrations; and 
Malaysia’s Perodua - up by a staggering 66.35 
per cent... after selling just 346 cars. 

Audi is now on course for a five per cent 
share of the UK market and a key to this 
market drive has been the dependable A4. 

The current car is something of a mongrel, 
having been around since 2000, but given 
such a major facelift in 2005 that it 
almost qualified as a new car, even though the 



most noticeable new thing about it was 
the now familiar Audi trapezoidal or ‘goatee 
beard’ grille. 

It is still outsold by the BMW 3-Series - the 


latter now sells enough to be in the UK’s top 
10 - and may indeed be threatened by the all- 
new C-Class before Audi replaces it next year. 

The A4 also suffers from disparagement by 
so-called connoisseurs due to a front-wheel 
drive layout rather than the rear-driven format 
beloved by purists. 

But such snobbery is short-sighted; the A4 is 
a brilliant all-rounder and while that leaves it 
open to the ‘jack of all trades - master of none’ 
gibe, it is a pretty useful ‘jack’. 

It still looks fresh and arguably more elegant 
than the 3-Series - the same can be said for 
its classy Avant (estate) and Cabriolet sister 
models. 

Even better, interior quality lives up to the 
promise of the exterior; Audi really has 
become the benchmark at this level of the 
market through using smart and durable 
materials married to functional design. 

Seating is excellent and the control layout 
feels just right, while space for rear passen¬ 
gers is generally good even if the seat backs 
feel rather upright - perhaps an attempt to 
disguise less freedom for the knees. 

Boot space is also one of the best in class. 

So where is the A4 starting to show its age? 


Hardly at all in normal terms, but in the 
rarefied atmosphere of the compact executive 
arena - one of the sectors that has stolen so 
much volume from the mainstream family or 
‘Ford Mondeo sector’ - the car’s slight weak¬ 
nesses are becoming clearer. 

One is the driving experience, which is 
rather numb against the 3-Series - a car I 
would love to hate for its looks, but cannot 
because it feels so right in all road conditions. 

The A4 is still a grippy and reassuring 
drive though without being too tautly sprung 
to mar the ride, but the car is also not the 
quietest motorway cruiser thanks to wind roar 
and tyre intrusion. 

However, the smooth, lightweight low emis¬ 
sion 2.7-litre V6 engine on the test car was a 
delight; 0-62mph in just 8.4 seconds plus a 
wide band of pulling power and the potential 
for averaging 40mpg is an impressive hand. 

And with a decent standard specification - 
not always a given at this level of the market 
- the A4 continues to add up as a prospect 
despite the threat from newer rivals. 

When this car is replaced though, you might 
wonder how much further Audi’s market 
share can grow after that.

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Trains taking the strain

EUROSTAR has joined 
forces with six other high¬ 
speed train operators in 
Europe as part of the latest 
move to combat competition 
posed by low-cost airlines. 

The rail service, which currently 
whisks passengers from London, via 
Ashford, to the continent, has signed 
up to the Railteam scheme - promis¬ 
ing passengers ‘easy, faster, seamless 
journeys’. 

More than £20m will be ploughed 
into the project which its members 
hope will present a compelling case 
for travellers to use rails rather than 
the sky to reach their destination. 

The money will be invested in 
a new one-stop-shop system 
allowing travellers to reserve, pay 
and receive their ticket from any dis¬

tribution of European rail services in 
one transaction. 

The new system will go live in 
2009 as part of the push and in an 
effort to reduce journey times, 
Railteam partners are working 
together to better co-ordinate con¬ 
necting departure and arrival times. 

It should mean if someone misses 
their connection because of a late 
running service, they can hop on the 
next train, irrespective of the type of 
ticket they have. 

There will also be multi-lingual 
information onboard trains and in 
stations to ensure international 
travellers know where, when and 
how to connect onto other services. 

Railteam information points will 
be installed in Brussels, Cologne, 
Lille, Frankfurt and Stuttgart, and 
in the coming months, at other major 
stations such as London, Strasbourg, 
Amsterdam and in the main high¬ 


speed train stations in Paris. 

The train companies also aim to be 
able to send timetable and disruption 
information by text message in the 
next few years. 

If all goes to plan, the Railteam 
members expect 25m international 
travellers to be using the high-speed 
network by 2010. 

Switch 

Eurostar chief executive, Richard 
Brown, claimed many Britons were 
already making the switch from air 
travel to rail because of their con¬ 
cerns about climate change and 
recent problems at UK airports. 

He said: “We see Railteam as a fur¬ 
ther catalyst for change. 

“For the first time we can promote 
and sell Europe’s high-speed rail 
network as an integrated whole. 

“One key advantage for UK trav¬ 
ellers is that English will be one of 


the languages spoken on-board trains 
and used at interconnecting hubs. 

“High-speed rail represents the 
future of sustainable, comfortable 
travel across Europe.” 

Eurostar said that in the first quar¬ 
ter of 2007, it saw a 39 per cent 
growth in sales of tickets that com¬ 
bined travel on Eurostar and the 
French TGV service - to destinations 
such as Nice, Marseilles and Avignon. 

The western European high speed 
rail network already links to more 
than 100 major urban destinations 
in Europe via over 5,000km of track. 

The network will stretch to 7,591km 
by 2010 and to 15,358km by 2020. 

Apart from Eurostar, Railteam’s 
members are: Deutsche Bahn, SNCF, 
SNCB, NS Hispeed, OBB, SBB and 
subsidiaries Thalys, Lyria and Alleo.

THE days of binning your old 
office PCs and photocopiers in 
landfill sights when they conk out 
are over after new regulations 
came into force. 

As of July 1, the Waste Electrical and 
Electronic Equipment Directive (WEEE), 
requires all redundant electrical and electron¬ 
ic equipment, whether consumer or business- 
related, to be processed for maximum 
recycling, reuse and recovery, rather than sim¬ 
ply being sent to landfill.

Flood hit club vows to be ready for Kent

IF AND when the first ball 
is bowled in Kent’s County 
Championship clash against 
Worcestershire today, it will 
prove something of a triumph 
over the elements which have 
so far decimated the summers 
cricket calendar. 

A little over a week ago 
Worcestershire’s New Road headquar¬ 
ters was under several feet of water - 
completely submerged as the ground 
fell victim to the floods which swept 
the country.

Worcestershire chief executive Mark 
Newton explained: “Our decision to 
play has been met with a degree of 
incredulity in many quarters but it is a 
challenge we must meet. 

“All my senior colleagues have bought 
into the aim and we are working hard to 
achieve the single objective of a ball 
being bowled at 11am on Sunday.” 

Offers to stage the game at one of 
the county’s out-grounds have so far 
been rejected, with the amount of man 
hours required to shift the game to 
Kidderminster reducing the amount of 
time spent on the clean-up operation at 
New Road. 

The damage caused by the floods at 
the ground is put at around £200,000. 

For Kent, the match will mark a return 
to the four-day game after three weeks of 
fast-paced Twenty20 Cup action. 

And while a question mark still hangs 
over the fitness of skipper Rob Key, it is 
hoped South African Andrew Hall will 
be back in time to start for the county as 
they look to lift themselves back up the 
Championship table.

Look who’s back 


IT'S been a case of Charlton Athletic 
heroes and villains this week as the 
Championship revolution instigated by 
Alan Pardew gathered momentum, with 
the club signing three new players on 
free contracts, writes Matt Wright 

Just days before the club’s first pre¬ 
season friendly, against Welling United on 
Wednesday, Pardew snapped up Addicks 
legend Chris Powell, who will also act in a 
coaching capacity at The Valley. 

But if he is the hero, then ex-Manchester 
City goalkeeper Nicky Weaver, who has 
put pen-to-paper on a three-year deal, is 
very much the villain - having been the 
focus of some serious stick from the 
Charlton terraces over a number of years. 

Making up the incoming trio - and 
taking the tally to eight signings this 
summer - is ex-Portsmouth hitman 
Svetoslav Todorov. 

But the measure of the reaction that 
greeted the arrival of Powell and Weaver 
can be gauged by the fact the Bulgaria 
international marksman was very much 
pushed into the background. 

The verdict on the return of the 
37-year-old Powell was unanimous; one 
of the most popular players in the 
recent history of the club, the former 
England international’s presence 
around the training ground will be just 
as important as any appearances on 
the pitch. 

Powell said: “Hopefully, I’ll get the 
chance to wear the red shirt again and 
while games may not be as regular as 
they’ve been in the past, I’ll be fit and 
ready when called upon. 

“I’ll certainly be telling the boys what it 
means to pull on the red shirt for 
Charlton and what it means to get back 
up into the Premiership.”

The final new recruit is Todorov, also

He said: “Leaving Portsmouth was a 
big decision for me but I’m looking for¬ 
ward to playing for Charlton. 

“I like the way Alan Pardew’s teams 
play and Charlton is a great club with 
great support.”

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Wheel frustration 



H ow do I sum up the sea¬ 
son so far? I guess the 
words I would choose 
are ‘character building’, 
or so that’s what every¬ 
one has been telling me - you 
can throw in ‘frustrating’ too. 

The frustration has been due to us being 
unable to score points so far. At the begin¬ 
ning of the year, we had been looking to do 
that at every race, so we could win the cham¬ 
pionship. We haven’t been able to do that. 

Things going wrong and some bad luck 
hanging around me at the moment have 
conspired to hurt those plans. I’m expecting 
the bad luck to get rid of itself this weekend, 
particularly as we’re at Silverstone and I’m 
sure it’s going to turn around. 

Before I came into GP2 I thought it was 
a fairly easy transition from British F3. 
Testing went well and in our first race 
weekend we scored some points, so I was 
thinking it was all good, the car was fine 
and that’s where we’d be all year. 

How wrong could I be! 

It can turn around so quickly on you and 
it’s been a bit up and down to be honest. 
During the year you’re always learning 
and as you get to know the engineering 
team and how everyone works, it gets eas¬ 
ier and easier. 

But each race I go to, I still need to tell 
them how I want the car and go through all 
the data, sifting through it and trying to 
get it right. We have so little time on the 
track, which makes this really important. 


T he biggest challenge of racing this 
year in GP2 is the competitiveness of 
the series. 

In qualifying you see how just a fraction 
of a second can make the biggest difference 
to your race weekend. It can be critical. 

We’ve also seen some crazy driving and 
big crashes; there’s no need for this really, 
but I think the pressure and competitive 
spirit spills over. 

I’ve been a bit surprised by that as well. I 
thought the drivers that have come up to 
this level would be a bit better. 

I’m not slamming all the drivers, but I 
guess I’ve just ended up being involved in 
more than my fair share, because I’ve been 
running mid pack and not at the front all 
the time as I did last season. Perhaps I’m 
just not used to it.

I had the biggest accident of my career at 
a recent test in France, although it wasn’t 
long ago that I’d been in one at Barcelona 
when one of my rivals went over the back 
of the car. 

It’s certainly one where I could see it hap¬ 
pening in front of me and had time to 
realise that it was going to hurt. 

It’s not a nice feeling knowing you are 
going to have a big one. I left the pits on 
brand new slicks, and on the second lap the 
throttle jammed wide open going into the 
penultimate corner. 

It was pretty scary. I started braking but 
I couldn’t get it stopped and ploughed into 
the Armco crash barrier at lOOkph 
(62mph). That doesn’t sound particularly 
quick, but you’re basically stopping dead 
into a metal guardrail so there’s a lot of 
energy to dissipate. 

The car was a write-off, but luckily I 
wasn’t injured at all. After that, I wasn’t par¬ 
ticularly comfortable getting back in the car 
the next day. I had a really bad headache, 
which I suppose isn’t surprising as I’d had a 
big shock to the system. 

But when I got to the next race at Magny 
Cours I was fine. It’s just a case of forget 
about it, move on and that’s what I do. You 
can’t let things worry you, you’ve just got to 
get on with it. 

I’m getting more and more involved with 
the Honda FI team now as well and they’re 
helping me a lot with my GP2 programme. 

I’ve never worked with an FI team before 
so it was all new to me at the beginning 
and I’m starting to integrate with them. 

I’ve had my first taste of the FI car, but you 
need to work at these things, so the more 
opportunities I have to spend with them the 
more I learn and get to know them. 

I hadn’t seen FI from the inside before,

but having been with them, you see it from 
a different perspective and just how much 
goes in to getting two cars on the grid for 
each race and across the finishing line. 


U nless you’ve seen it first hand, it is hard 
to comprehend the amount of people 
and hard graft involved - it’s massive. 
Of course, it’s the British GP this weekend 
and I’ll be there racing in GP2, in front of 
the home crowd, which should be good. I’m 
looking forward to seeing how the 
Hamilton-factor adds to the occasion. 

It’s already had an effect, with the event 
just about sold out. I’ve known Lewis since 
he was eight-years-old through karting, 
Formula Renault, and some F3 events. 

We’ve been friends since that time and we 
keep in touch. We’re often on the phone 
catching up with each other. He’s doing a 
mega job and it’s great to see him being 
given so much support. 

He’s the same old Lewis that I’ve always 
known. I hope I’ll be joining him on the grid 
next year, but for now, I’m concentrating on 
my GP2 career.

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FIVE British riders will be look¬ 
ing to make an impact on Stage 1 
of the Tour de France today - 
with Olympic gold medallist 
Bradley Wiggins hoping to lead 
the home charge. 

With a partisan audience set to roar them 
on through the streets of the county, Wiggins 
- who won gold in Athens two years ago in the 
4km individual pursuit - will be looking to fly 
the flag. 

The 27-year-old, who grew up in south 
London, started yesterday’s Prologue time 
trial in London as one of the favourites for the 
short, fast-faced Tour starter - which finished 
after Kent on Sunday went to press. 

But he admits his ambition for the entire 
22-day race is more modest. 

He explains: “I just want to finish the race. 

“There is a week of racing in France after 
the Kent stage before we reach the hills so I’d 
like to think I could try and do well in one of 
the stages before then. 

“I’ve had some good form so far this year, 
and although I’ve focused on the Prologue, I’m 
keen to perform well.” 

Wiggins joins Mark Cavendish, David 
Millar, Geraint Thomas and Charlie Wegelius 
as the British contingent amid close to 200 
racers from across the world. 

None, however, are expected to be racing up 
the Champs-Elysees with a win in their sights 
on July 29 when the race reaches its conclu¬ 
sion in the French capital. 

Testosterone 

Meanwhile, one racer definitely not compet¬ 
ing will be Floyd Landis - the American who 
took the chequered flag last year. 

He subsequently failed a drugs test after 
revealing unusually high levels of testos¬ 
terone in his blood. He is continuing to fight to 
clear his name today, and, as a result, means 
the Tour will not feature a defending champi¬ 
on for the first time in its history. 

Another big name absent from the leaders 
pack will be Milram team racer Alessandro 
Petacchi. He confirmed this week he would 
not be racing in the Tour as he fights to clear 
his name amid allegations of doping during 
this year’s Giro d’ltalia race. 

Among the race favourites are Germany’s 
Andreas Kloeden, a member of Team Astana 
and his Russian team-mate Alexandre 
Vinokourov. 

Another popular choice is the Spaniard 
Alejandro Valverde. 

Ex racer Stephen Roche, from Ireland, - 


who won the Tour de France in 1987 and is 
now a race pundit for Eurosport - said: 
“Kloeden, Valverde and Vinokourov are three 
real all-rounders, very strong and they’re all 
in with a shout of winning. 

“But if I had to plump for one I would say 
Kloeden comes out on top. I think he could 
prove the dark horse.” 

Today’s race will get underway in 
Greenwich before winding its way through 
the streets of Dartford, Gravesend, the 
Medway Towns, Maidstone, Tunbridge Wells, 
Tenterden, Ashford and finishing in Rheims 
Way in Canterbury. 


Along the route there will be three King of 
the Mountains stages where the racers tackle 
an incline. These take place at Quarry Hill in 
Tonbridge, Goudhurst Hill, Goudhurst and 
Hempton Hill at Farthing Common, just 
outside Hythe. 

There will also be three sprint stages - one 
in Medway, one in Teston near Maidstone and 
one in Tenterden.
